IMPROVING THE INTERCOLONIAL. 

In a few days passenger trains equipped 
with the eleotrio light, electric signals and 
steam heaters will be running over the* 
Intercolonial railway. Two systems of 
heating are to be tested: the Martni and 
the Sowell. Nearly all <if tho sixteen jias- 
aeng<ir coaches that are to be e(iuii)ped 
with the new appliances are ready, and as 
the locomotives are lilted with llieio. tlie 
trains will be run ovi;r the road luid 
tested. The trains will be run bet ureii 
Quebec and Moiicton until the dep.-ul- 
ment is assured of the ethciency and 
utility of the inventions, which, if satis- 
factory, will lead to a general application 
of the appliances on all the passenger 
trains on the read. The electric signals 
are attached to the trains running between 
St. John and Halifax. Tliore are to be 
sixteen cars lighted by electricity, the 
.Tulian system of storage or accumulators 
being used. The baUeiiesaud the neces" 
sary plant are to be allacln'd to liie car.s. 
under the tlooivs. The ajiijliances will 
weigh somewhere in the vicinity of from 
ten to liftoen hundred I'ouiuLs. Hut pe] • 
haps tho uiosi, important step taken by 
the department, in the way of iinpro\ e- 
ments in their rolHng stock, is the appli- 
cation of air brakes on freight cars. Th^ 
main object of this change is to lessen tliu 
number of accidents with which brakenien 
frequently meet while llmidling the brakes. 
As in the other cases, the department 
will adopt the sysii'm geiuuallv if ilie e.\- 
perinients |)rove satisfactory. The cost 
will not lie great owing to the fact llial 
all the Ireight eiigihes on tho road have 
been equipped with the Westuighouse air 
bi'akes. \

LitMe Roiuance anil Much Work 
the Role Aniougf Tlieiii. 



How llu5 'I'olmci'i) Ifi Trcatcil In Up, Progress

The tobacco of wblcU the cigarette Is 
after mmiy iluys to be iiindo comes to us 
almost exclusively rrcim Xortli Carolina 
and Virginia. It is in ils. lf ii iiiikl to- 
bacco, mid to make it a iiiililer yet only 
the four or live lower leii ves lire chosen, 
tho strength of ihr plant, like that of 
celery, for liislanec. lU-sertiny the lower 
leaves and cdncciil rat iri^c aliove. These 
leaves ociin;! ifp from ihesontli [laeked like 
KoUd lo^is inlo immense hogsheads, but as 
Boon as tlie "lianils" inlu which lliey are 
tied are unlwisteti, tliey are put into a 
■ Bleani bath and softened and cleancil. 
The steam rnshes ihronjih tliem, big 
brawny arineil black nu'ii tnrn i licm and 
toss them and then lay tlicm in layers on 
tho Hour. .As each lankliil is laid down, 
oue ot the men takes a pail fall of rum, 
glucoso and some few otlior improving 
llquid.s ncccssiiry to give the right flavor- 
ing, and with a wliisk broom sprinkles 
them tlioniiigbly. 

h'rom tnis improving treatment the 
leaves go into the I rough of tho cutting 
machine. Tlicy go in loosely enough, but 
when tlicy /ire draLrgiii:,' by a brass plat<s 
chain thrdiigh the .■;inallcst jiossiblo aper- 
ture to meet the revolving knives tho soft 
leaves arc pressed into a bleck like wood. 
'Standing in front of the knives and 
watchiirg the mist, which Is all that one 
can see in their 200 revolutions in a min- 
ute, the ever changing sorfiico of this 
shaven block of leaves is a thing of mar- 
velous biiauty. The four flanged knives, 
cut off Innumerable flue shavings in a 
minute, and the result is a surface tbat 
looks alive. The yellovr stems and veins 
change their relative positions 'on the 
brown leaves with every cut, and the re- 
sult is 11 winking, blinking mass that com- 
pletely fascinates the beholder. The 
Icuivcs arc stopped, and in the box below 
b the shredded tobacco, exac tly as we see 
It In tho finished cigJiretle. damp, it is 
true, but that is necc-s.ary in the making, 
and the over snpply is kept covered Ijy 
wet bl.inl;i'ts until < .iri-ii'd In llie niaker.s. 

'I'hen Cdini'S the making, "^'oo go into 
a large, luw. light room, down which go 
lung liciirhr,^ u bicb are partitiuiu'd ulV in 
three fu^ii c(iiiipart nients. On cjicli side, 
cauli ai a ph'uc u! iR-r own, sit the girls, 
licfui'r llicm arc a stunt liil of paper 
lasl.aic il liy llic h.-ick edge uf llie table, 
two pDiinds of lohacco and some jiaeks of 
rice paper, .V marlde slab is at tlie right 
hand and nn it some lumps of wcl starch 
ar.d a lung pointed stick. With her left 
baud the girl jiicks up u paper, lays it on 
tlie roUerwitli the front edge slightly pro- 
jecting. With her right hand .she piclcs 
up the tobacco, not too much, but just 
enough, and puts it on the rice paper, 
Bquee/iiig it a little into sluipe as she does 
BO. Then she takes up tho iwu corners of 
both pa[iurs that are nearset her and lays 
them over towards the back, then brings 
them back, rolling up the tobacco with 
her thumbs as abe does so. Gtett^g it 
moderately Arm, she changes to the tipB 
of her Angers and rolls it snugly, lifting it 
the while from the under paper. A 
lecoud and it lies along her left foretlnger, 
rolled but witli a loose edge. The st<irch 
stick glides along this, another twist and 
It is sealed and delivered, that is to say, 
dropped into the box edge of the bench. 

Tho process looks exceedingly simple, 
but it often takes a week of patient teach- 
ing ,ind ii ial to learn the nniiiy motions 
d even then it is astounding 
iw many motions it takes to 
tliousand cigarettes in a day. 
of a thousand perfect cigar- 
ettes euni aiiiiie.v neitlier four ounces more 
nor less l han i wo jjuunds receives seveu- 
ty-llve cents fur her work. Docs it .seem 
possible, Ihi'n, that any one euiild make 
8,00(1 of these in a day? Hardly, and yet 
they do. 

After leaving tlie bands of the makers 
the cigarelt.'s are [ja^sed over to the cut- 
ters, who sit hclweeii aisles and with big 
shears cut oif the ha imin shreils of to- 
bacco from tho ends 'I'lu-.-e .'■hrcds aro 
constantly .swept away l)y the littlcswee])- 
ers, whose duty it is to keep tlic Hour al- 
ways in perfi'c;t order. The finished ci- 
garettes go ne.Kl to the e.xamiiu'is. who 
run thron:;li tlie bo.xcs, and, with the eyes 
of ferret-. p!ci< oiii the badly made or im- 
perfect laic- la some instances fifteen 
cents a hundred is taken out at the end of 
the fveek for cigarettes so badly made as 
to be necessarily split open and made 
again. 

The boxing and stamping and the pack- 
ing is work very easily imagined, the only 
particular interest being in the rapidity 
and automatic precision with which It is 
done. And, indeed, the whole fascina- 
tion of the trade lies in the lightning like 
nimbleness wiiich is necessai^y to bring 
about a satisfactory result. Tlio work is 
clean tind is ;;,iid to be heallliy, the girls 
theinsi'lves cl.aijuing that they brave r.arely 
any I roiililc except with head.ache, which 
Ls very possilily caused by tlie fuine- of 
tobacco, hut very prob.ably is nuthing for 
which liiriliei- reason is necc-.s.ary than 
whiil l.iclc oi' exrrctse and sucli close ap- 
plic.al ion t(j work can give. 

Tlu; rules of attending to t)ie luisiucs at 
hand vary iaiiisidei\Liily, ai-ci u-iliug to the 
faclory. in uue leading f.actory ;disulnto 
tiilencc is iiajH i-ed upon the workers, j-e- 
gurdlcss of till' fact that if tlicy waste 
time it is liieir o»vn loss. ;iiiii the, jienal- 
tics iniiioscd are exceeiliimly severe. If a 
Bcvi'iily-live cent girl is l aiiuhl whisiier- 
ing or t.ilkiu-' with anollnu- girl she is put 
down to scvcnl y or sixly-li vc caMitsa l liou- 
tand, .\ second olTeiisc brings cither a 
iurtlier reiiiiction or a solemn warning 
or both. The third brings dismissal. A 
teacher or forewoman — '-queens," as the 
girls call tlie.se lofty creatures — who un- 
bends sufllcicutly to speak even to an own 
Bister otlior wise tkan with the voice of 
authority is at once put down to making^ 
cigarettes ugain. 

Nor do the flnes and authority end with 
leaving tho building to go homo. The 
Arm employs a detectivo and any number 
of "stool pigeons" to watch their em- 
ployes at night, A girl who is Keen on 
Sixth avenue after i) or !)::iO at night is 
dlschargeil the next day. The life of nn 
houest girl, wh i is lieing .shadowed to and 
from her home, her house watcheil and 
every plea-uriiig she attempts carefully 
noted, can certainly not be ovcrpleasant, 
especially as it ',ecms to be a conmion be- 
lief nnioiiic I hcia that it dcpcnils entirely 
ujiun a i.irl'.s !:,!icionsness to her spy as to 
wh.at is 1 ,.]iorl' d of her doings. This uu- 
usu.d disciiilihe is of recent origin.— Fau- 
nlb li.
